Made Railroad Record 

A train called the Naney Hanks was 
operated over the Central of Georgia 
between Atlanta and Savannah in 
1893, It covered the distance of 294 
miles in each direction in 6 hours and 
45 minutes. It was because this run- 
‘ling time was such a marked improve- 
ment over previous schedules between 
Atlanta and Savannah that the train 
was named after the record-breaking 
race horse, Nancy Hanks. Included in 
the scheduled running time was a stop 
of 15 minutes at Macon. The train’s 
equipment consisted of a baggage car, 
two passenger coaches and a parlor 
car, the motive power being furnished 
by three large compound Baldwin ea- 
gines. 


Old Wew York Churches 


According to an enumeration given 
in “The Stranger’s Guide,” there were 
in New York city in 1826, 96 places 
of worship of kind another.

The committee has thus far approv- 
ed only one proposed change in the 
motor vehicle act, this being an 
amendment to give the livestock own- 
er greater freedom and protection in 
driving stock on the highways at 
night.

Roughly 
speaking, they were assoclations of 
producers of a particular commodity 
within a particular area, grouped to- 
gether to protect their own interests 
and the interests of the consumer, 
They fixed prices and wages and in 
many cases played a prominent part 
in the social and political activities of 
their localities.”

If a plant has been growing thrift- 
ily for some tin and then begins to 
go back, it probably needs a rest, and 
no amount of forcing will do any per- 
manent good. r will, says Nature 
Magazine of Washington, do a definite 
hatm. During the resting period a 
plant is better if left entirely alone 
in a dry, cool cellar. It will of its own 
accord, and without any attention of 
any kind, begin to put out new green 
shoots. When these new shoots show 
themselves the plant .should be given 
watering, a repotting. if 
necessary, and brought up into its 
place in the sun.
